Former Crystal Palace owner Simon Jordan returns 
- open, charismatic, philosophical... but you still 
wouldn’t want to cross him, says James Passey 


B om and raised on the 
doorstep of his beloved 
Crystal Palace, many people 
would look at Simon Jordan 
and think he’s lived the 
dream - the Premier League 
football club, the business 
success, the flash car, the 
trips abroad... It’s a ‘local 
boy done good’ story if ever there was one. Isn’t it? 

The reality, of course, is that that the ride has 
been far from smooth for the former Selhurst Park 
chief. A multi-millionaire at just 32, yet scrabbling 
through the perils of administration and potential 
bankruptcy less than a decade later, Jordan tells all 
in his extraordinary recently released autobiography 
Be Careful What You Wish For. 

The book, a controversial and fascinating insight 
into the vagaries of running a football club - where 
hopes and aspirations sit alongside greed, self- 



interest, dodgy transfers and top-level incompetence 
- is breathtakingly honest, and also enables Jordan 
to attempt to loosen the stereotype of the brash, 
egotistical serial entrepreneur. He prefers the words 
“humble”, “honest” and “intelligent”. Can this really 
be the same man? 

“It’s one of those rides you go on in life,” 
he begins, speaking exclusively to Living South. 
“That’s how I view my time at Crystal Palace. 

“I still love the club - of course I do -1 watch out 
for Palace’s results and, more than anything else, 

I wish the club and its supporters well. I want them 
to be successful, and still speak to [current first-team 
manager] Dougie Freedman, but I’m not hugely 
interested in what the owners do.” 

Although he doesn’t care much for the new 
hierarchy at Selhurst Park, there’s an air of concern 
relating to Jordan’s successors when he discusses 
the club’s immediate future. 

“They need to put some money in, and I hope 
that Dougie stands up for what he believes in,” he 
continues. “I hope they don’t sell the last of my 
youth academy products because those young 
kids are the future - players like Wilfried Zaha and 
Nathaniel Clyne. And if they absolutely must sell, 
there needs to be something coming back in to the 
first-team. They can’t go on selling forever, because 
it’ll be constant relegation battles and crowds 
dipping below 9,000 again. 

“When new co-owner Steve Parish took control 
of the club, I told him the smallest cheque he’d 
write would be the one to buy the club. It’s what 
comes afterwards that really tests the pocket. If 
owners don’t do that, a lack of money equals a lack 
of ambition, and I don’t want Crystal Palace to go 
back to what it was in the mid-1980s.” »> 
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John Carey

Jordan, a fan of Crystal Palace but self-professed 
enemy of the sport, comes across as someone 
who has turned off from the mainstream media 
he invited into his world. He doesn’t even read a 
newspaper these days, despite once penning a long- 
running column in The Observer. Instead, it seems 
the 44-year-old is busily attempting to rediscover the 
savvy entrepreneurialism that saw him take Pocket 
Phone Shop from a small backstreet business to an 
enterprise he sold for £73million. 

“I’ve spent the last two years hying to make sense 
of what I did and what I’m going to do. That’s been 
interrupted by having to deal seemingly endlessly 
with the banks who, incidentally, have been very 
cooperative and supportive of me, despite their 
nagging insistence that I’ve got to sell my properties 
in Spain because they want their money back. But I 
suppose that’s only fair; it is their money, after all!” 

“But most of all I’ve been working to get back the 
mental sharpness I had before I bought Palace. I’d 
love to get all of that back. I miss it.” 

That’s a clarity harvested on the streets of south 
London, an upbringing he insists made him who 
he is today: “My father still lives in the area and my 
daughter lives in London,” he says. “I still have a 
massive affinity for where I grew up, where back 
doors were left open and all your best friends lived 
nearby; every house in the shadow of Selhurst Park. 

“It’s been a nostalgic ride. When you’re a kid 
you want to break away, to travel, but when you 
achieve, you pine again for your roots. I suppose 
it’s because back then I didn’t have a care in the 
world - my football buddies and I used to break 
into Selhurst Park for a kick-about; it was a different 
world then. Football was my love as a boy; I played 
it all the time and became accomplished from a 
very early age. There was a field opposite called the 


Brickfield, and we would all be out there until our 
mothers called us in for dinner.” 

That field, by the family home in Whitehorse 
Lane, is now a car park, much of which belongs to 
Sainsbury’s. Jordan is typically unreserved about his 
feelings, echoing the sentiments of his father who, at 
the time, fought then Palace owner Ron Noades and 
his plans to concrete over the land. 

“Noades had done a deal with Sainsbury’s to 
convert the Brickfield into a car park, which meant 
fencing in all the houses,” he says. “My father, being 
the tenacious animal he was, became locked in a 
rather bitter and vitriolic court case with Noades 
and Sainsbury’s to protect our rights. Perhaps 
if Noades had a bloody great fence stuck at the 
bottom of his garden blocking a route to his house, 
he might have taken umbrage too!” 

Looking to the future, it’s clear however much 
soul-searching the south Londoner has done, he 
retains a fiery passion to achieve, no matter what 
the industry is. 

“Am I going to sit back and wind down? Never. 

I’ve got a few ideas up my sleeve. They may not 
all be as close to home as was my stewardship 
of Crystal Palace, but they give me that feeling of 
creating something special; I haven’t had that in a 
while. I’m looking at doing something revolutionary 
with telecoms - it’s the industry I know, after all. 

“So there are new angles and it’s good to be 
getting back to some of the stuff that’s at the heart of 
who I am. That said, I’ve just signed a contract with 
a very large independent production company to 
produce a drama about what goes on in the world 
of football - it will be like West Wing meets The 
Sopranos meets football. I guess as much as I’d love 
to think otherwise, that proves I really can’t stay 
away from the sport...” }

Relationship 

pitfalls

Solicitors, on legal rights in cohabitive relationships 


In recent years, the number of marriages in England 
and Wales has been in decline, while the number 
of cohabiting couples has reached record highs. 
Cohabitation is a popular partnering and parenting 
choice. Statistics show however that the average 
length of a cohabitive relationship is just two years; 
65% of relationships dissolve where there are 
children involved with around half of them doing 
so before the child is five. Many still assume that 
upon separation they will have acquired greater or 
different legal rights than they presently have. 

There are ways to avoid or minimise problems 
further down the line. Obtaining sound legal advice 
might well will save a lot of time, money and 
heartache later on should the relationship dissolve. 

While divorcing counterparts can look to 
the Court by the Matrimonial Causes Act 1973, 
cohabiters need to rely on the principles of trust 
and land law which may produce results that 
are not what the parties wanted. This is because 
without an express declaration of intentions on 
property ownership at the outset, the court has a 
very wide discretion to determine what it thinks is 
fair. Cohabiters do however have the option to take 
control of the situation at the outset. 

Serious consideration should be given to the 
terms upon which you wish to hold the property. 
Imagine the scenario where one party is bringing 
a property acquired before the relationship into it 
to finance the purchase of a new home: would you 
be content to say that the property is to be divided 
equally upon relationship break down? A good 
conveyance solicitor will advise you about this 
thoroughly when you are purchasing the property. 

It is also possible to enter into a cohabitation 
agreement, a legal agreement regulating your 
relationship and stating how property should

be held and what should happen to it if the 
relationship goes wrong. A mere 15% of cohabitees 
go down this route at present, but at Glazer Delmar 
we have noticed that numbers are increasing. The 
agreement would need to be periodically revised 
such as where the parties might be considering 
a re-mortgage or buying a successor property or 
renovating the existing one. This keeps you in 
control of your affairs. 

There does not seem to be interest in Parliament 
to organise the law on cohabiters onto an equal 
footing with married couples. At Glazer Delmar we 
believe that early intervention is the best cure for 
future ills and we encourage all cohabiting couples 
to seriously think the unthinkable now so that 
should the worst happen matters can be resolved in 
as cost effective and stress free manner as possible. 
We hope you will never need to rely on it but a 
Cohabitation agreement is a good idea. }

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The Horniman Gardens’ 16 -month overhaul project is finally 
complete and open to the public. So what more can we expect 
from this already much-loved site, asks Mary-Jane Wiltsher 


The Horniman Museum’s 16.5 acres of breathtaking 
gardens recently reopened to the public after a 
pivotal £2.3million development. The 16-month 
project - one of the biggest investments in London’s 
green spaces since Victorian times - was overseen 
by landscape architects Land Use Consultants and 
has given all aspects of the grounds a new lease of 
life. The scheme has also cultivated a sound garden, 
animal walk and medicinal and food gardens. 

There’s a brand new pavilion, too, complete 
with a sunny terrace offering striking views of the 
London skyline. Designed by Walters and Cohen, 
the contemporary timber structure features 
a living roof and floor-to-ceiling windows so 
visitors can keep the gorgeous gardens in their 
sights. The building will be used for school visits, 
conferences and public performances, reaffirming 
the Horniman’s educational reputation through 
wildlife and scientific sessions. 

Close to the pavilion is the animal walk, relating 
to the museum’s Natural History collection. 

There has been a popular animal enclosure in 
the Horniman grounds for 40 years, but this is 
its biggest evolution yet. Alpacas, sheep, goats, 
chickens, rabbits and ferrets will be introduced 
gradually throughout the autumn months - a vital 
outlet into the natural world in an urban context. 


The innovative sound garden is an outdoor 
reflection of the Horniman’s Music Gallery; 
a new musical play area incorporating an array 
of instruments, inviting explorers to investigate 
sound and tone. A picturesque backdrop to these 
learning fixtures is formed by formal and natural 
display gardens, redefined by award-winning 
gardeners and curators. 

Harking back to the Horniman gardens of old 
is the bandstand, which, originally designed by 
Charles Harrison Townsend, has stood for over 
a century. Now restored to evoke its heyday 
with oak floorboards, new glass panels and 
the resurrection of the original weather vane, 
it can once again play proud host to professional 
and community music performances.

At the start of the year I had great 
hopes for my garden. During winter 
I finalised the design, and by spring 
I was digging, building and planting 
with the eagerness and enthusiasm 
that only really comes when you set 
out to make a garden from scratch.

Diseases that thrive 
in the damp such as mildew and 
fungal rots are on the up, and while 
green growth has been lush, flowers 
are much harder to find due to the 
lack of sunlight and heat, which is also 
having a terrible effect on tomatoes, 
peppers and chillies. 

But gardeners are known for 
being patient and, by and large, 
fairly sanguine when it comes to the 


weather, and there are a few good 
things to come from all this rain. 

My newish lawn is incredibly green. 
Freshly planted perennials look as if 
they have been around for years, and 
our leaf veg - kale and lettuce mainly 
- is doing very nicely, thank you. 

I suppose my biggest 
disappointment is not being able to 
sit outside on warm summer evenings 
after a long day at work and enjoy the 
garden from the comfort of our new 
deck and garden furniture. But I’m not 
ready to give up on that dream just 
yet. Word is we’re up for an Indian 
summer, and if not, well, didn’t you 
know autumn is the new spring? }

FIVE A DAY 

Take a journey through London’s finest markets 


To some, it’s little more than a tourist 
hotspot, a sanitised vision of a London 
long passed. There’s often a feeling 
it’s not entirely real, a gaudy show 
rather than working market, put on to 
entertain the gawping hordes of Italian 
visitors while they search Notting Hill 
for a glimpse of Hugh Grant. 

But Portobello Market is the 
real thing, an old London fruit and 
vegetable market that runs every day 
save Sunday (and, for the majority, 
Thursday too). Despite the 
combined artillery attack of 
congestion charging, precipitous rents 
and an ever-deepening recession, 
it’s in fine fettle. If you know where 
to look, it’s the equal of any other 
market in the country. 

Take Alan and Cheryl, just opposite 
the Duke of Wellington pub. I’ve 
been going there for years, and their 
produce is tip-top. Great bunches of 
fresh herbs for a quid, five different 
types of potato, fresh English peas and 
broad beans, forced rhubarb, peppery 
radishes, half a dozen kinds of salad 
leaf, all for prices easily comparable to 
the local supermarket, plus you get the 
pleasure of speaking to real experts. 

A mile or so west is Shepherd’s Bush 
Market (shepherdsbushmarket.co.uk), 
another ramshackle collection of stalls 
groaning with all manner of produce, 
both British and rather more exotic, 
a place to stock up on searing chillies, 
massive yams and green coconuts. 

Irish potatoes, Polish pickles and 
Caribbean breadfruit all live together 
in edible ethnic harmony. 

Brixton Market (brixtonmarket.net) 
is rather bigger and more sprawling, 
centred around Electric Avenue, 
Pope’s Road and Brixton Station 
Road. It’s probably one of the best 
African and Caribbean fruit and 
vegetable markets in Europe and my 
favourite place to buy Scotch bonnet 
peppers by the kilo. Like Portobello 
and Shepherd’s Bush, it’s a proper 
local’s market. 

Unlike Borough Market, once so 
great but now slipping into tourist 
driven oblivion. Sure, Sillfield Farm 
is still there and Furness Fish. But once

the legendary Tony Booth moved 
on, a large part of Borough went too. 
He didn’t move far, though, a few 
minutes down the road to a Druid 
Street railway arch (Tayshaw Ltd, 60 
Druid Street, SE1, open every Friday 
and Saturday). He might not be a full 
sized market, but I’d travel miles for 
his produce and serious expertise. 

Broadway Market started back 
sometime in the 1890s, but now you’re 
more likely to bump into heavily 
tashed Hoxton types than chimney 
sweeps and urchins. It’s open on 
Saturdays, and there are some fine 
fruit and vegetables dotted among 
the vintage furs. Don’t miss Greenwich 
Market on a Wednesday either, 


another place to stock up on 
all manner of seasonal goodies. 

As for the Farmer’s Markets, they 
are scattered across the capital like 
currants in a spotted dick. They are 
a good thing, something that benefits 
both town and county. Pimlico (open 
Saturday morning) and Marylebone 
(open Sunday morning) are 
unashamedly grand, but the quality is 
excellent. There are plenty more; just 
go to lfm.org.uk to find your nearest. 

We might lack the cavernous 
greatness of Barcelona’s Boqueria, 
or the bustling, sultry thrills of 
Bangkok’s Chatuchak, but wherever 
you live, you’re never far from some 
serious fruit and veg. }

Greenz, by Karen Jensen-Jones

A new vegetarian and vegan 
restaurant on your doorstep is one 
of those must-try destinations. Nestled 
between Tulse Hill Station and the 
busy main road, Greenz is a homely 
and unassuming restaurant with 
a menu inspired by the owner’s 
travels and Caribbean heritage. 

And it doesn’t disappoint 
Former primary school teacher 
Ermine Benjamin opened Greenz 
in May and indulges her passion for 
cooking simple, healthy, robust food 
in her open-plan kitchen using only 
the freshest ingredients. Her cookery 
classes and life-style workshops on 
Sunday mornings echo her philosophy 


that vegetarian food should be tasty, 
healthy and, above all, exciting. 

A creamy soya mango lassie at 
£3.75 was the perfect aperitif (in this 
alcohol-free establishment) before we 
tucked into sizzling corn fritters with 
mango chutney (£5) and a generous 
bowl of spicy tomato sauce topped 
nachos (£4.75). 

At £9.50 my Roti and Channa main 
course, consisting of split-pea filled 
flat bread wrapped around a chickpea 
and potato curry with homemade 
coleslaw on the side was absolutely 
delicious in both taste (delicately 
spiced) and texture (fluffy roti and 
crunchy chickpeas). My meat-eating 
companion felt satisfyingly full after 
his Trini-India Fusion, a green lentil 
curry gently simmered in coconut 
milk with a spicy pilau rice, also 
reasonably priced at £9.50. 

Homemade desserts, all under £5, 
include moist Bakewell Tart and warm 
Carob Cake with raspberry sauce, and 
round off a simple yet memorable 
meal in this warm and welcoming 
setting nicely. The omnivore opposite 
had only one grumble - roti and 
channa food envy. We’ll definitely 
be making a return visit. 



Mine’s a Negroni 

Frank’s Campari Bar is back! Returning 
for its fourth consecutive year, 
the increasingly cool pop-up venue 
returns to the top of Peckham’s 
multi-storey as part of the Bold 
Tenancies’ sculpture showcase. It’s 
run by bartender Frank Boxer and 
chef Michael Davies, who met while 
working at the Anchor and Hope in 
Waterloo.

Summer salad 

Serve up barbecued corn, avocado and tomato salad 



Rye Lane bustles with people, music, 
buses and shops. It always has a buzz. 
Currently you’ll find hoards of hipsters 
crossing the lane and heading to 
Frank’s Campari Bar on the car park 
roof for a Negroni and the view. 

As soon as I step off the train at 
Peckham Rye I’m drawn to the reds, 
greens and yellows of the vegetable 
stall that collects people, like a 
magnet, as they file out of the station. 
Always friendly and helpful, the guys 
running the stall throw everything into 
a bag for me, including a few green 
chillies for free, and charge me a fiver 
- a bargain price for all the ingredients 
to make barbecue corn, avocado and 
tomato salad with spiced plantain. 

Ingredients 

2 ears of corn, husks removed 
Butter 

1 -2 tomatoes 

2 green chillies 
1/3 red onion 

1 ripe avocado 
1 lime 

2tbsp coriander 
salt and pepper 


Method 

1 . Roughly chop the coriander. 

2 . Rub the corn with butter, a little 
salt and Itbsp chopped coriander. 
Put it on the BBQ until it is 
thoroughly cooked and coloured 
on each side (10-15 minutes). 

3 . Meanwhile, take a thick slice of red 
onion (about a third) and put it on 
the BBQ (grill it if it is falling apart). 
Cook the onion until it is slightly 
translucent, turning it so it cooks 
evenly on both sides. 

4 . Cut the tomatoes into large 
chunks and add to a bowl with the 
remaining tbsp of coriander. Next, 
dice the chilli, removing the seeds 
first, and add to the bowl. 

5 . Cut your avocado in half, remove 
the stone and then cut away from 
the skin into pieces similar in size to 
the tomato. Add to the bowl. 

6. Remove the onion from the grill, 
dice and add to the salad bowl. 

7 . Once evenly cooked all over take 
the corn off the grill, let it cool for 
a minute then use a large knife to 
slice all the way down the corn to 
remove the kernels. Add everything 
to the bowl and mix. 


8 . Squeeze the lime juice on top and 
toss with a bit of salt and pepper. 

For the spiced plantain 

1 . Heat Itsp cumin seeds (or other 
herbs/spices of choice) and roughly 
grind in a pestle and mortar. 

2. Mix the ground seeds and a good 
pinch of salt with 2 plantain, sliced 
into thick rounds. Coat the plantain 
in 2tbsp cornflour. 

3 . Heat 300ml sunflower oil in a 
saucepan to a medium heat. 

4 . Shallow fry the plantain for 3-5mins 
until they turn golden brown. 

5. Salt and serve with the salad.

A chic little Italian 

Chrissy lley finds Blackheath’s Bella Vista is the perfect 
combination of stylish and intimate, with dishes to rival Sicily’s 


I had just returned from a trip to Assisi 
where I ate homemade pasta in the 
Umbrian hills, blessed by Franciscan 
friars. The week before that I was in 
Palermo, Sicily, which has to be the 
food capital of the world. I discovered 
new levels of Italian cuisine and when 
I came back to London, I was craving 
a little chic Italian. 

Specifically, I was craving the 
homemade comfort, the stylish and 
quirky, the unusual twists, that make 
Italian cuisine world renowned. But 
these tastes have been often lost with 
the endless ubiquitous pizza chains. 

Last time I returned to London from 
LA I’d visited Chapters in Blackheath 
Village with my friend the bon viveur. 
I’d been attracted to Bella Vista 
because it looked so perfectly Italian 
and one-off: inside there’s warm putty- 
coloured wood, photographs of the 
old country and polished floorboards, 
with a splash of red fabric warmth. 

It’s made up of many different corners, 
so there’s an instant intimacy. 

Straight off I try the focaccia (I like 
to think of myself as a connoisseur). 
This is the best I’ve tasted outside of 
Italy - it comes warm with olive oil 
and parmesan, has a fantastically 
spongy texture while crisp on the top, 
and a hint of tomato and rosemaiy. 

I was tempted by the crab and 
avocado with crispy Sardinian water 
cracker, but the butternut squash 



ravioli with toasted almond and sage 
butter sauce really called to me. 

The half-moon raviolis with almonds 
flaked on top were amazing. Not too 
stuffed, not too heavy. The perfect 
texture of pasta gave way to a nectar 
of sweet fluffy butternut squash edged 
with the fabulous sage in the butter 

- the flavours were a balancing act 
of deliciousness and I wished I could 
eat them forever. 

So mesmerised by ravioli was I that, 
by the time I looked up, the bon viveur 
had finished her linguine vongole: 
thin pasta with garlic, chilli and clams. 
It vanished from her plate before 
I could try it, but she looked like the 
cat who got the clam. 

Next up, bon viveur had ‘Tagliata’ 

- gorgeously juicy ribeye, sliced and 
cooked to a medium rare perfection 
in truffle sauce with cream polenta 
mash. A very nice mix of the rich and 


the smooth; tender and flavoursome, 
the sauce edgy but not too heavy, 
served with a vivid, fresh spinach. 

I had a juicy grilled chicken breast 
stuffed with tomato and mozzarella, 
served with polenta chips; crisp on the 
outside, soft inside. The parmesan and 
pine nut sauce was slightly creamy, 
but delicate, accompanied with 
sprouting broccoli. 

For dessert we shared the chocolate 
mousse, light with intense flecks of 
chocolate, served with mandarin. 

The pannacotta with strawberries 
was excellent, creamy and light, 
accompanied by sweet, pungent 
diced strawberries and a little basil. 

And it’s all wonderful value: pasta 
starters like my ravioli were around 
£5.75, my main course £12.50. Wines 
include those from Sicily and Umbria, 
all excellently priced. 

Overall Bella Vista is cosy and 
exceptionally Italian with homemade 
exclusive dishes, making it a beacon 
of individuality and taste - a star amid 
a morass of ubiquitous chains. }

Wrap the hair around the 
pony tail and secure with 
a pin at the back. Tease 
out a few strands if you 
want a messier look. 

Finish with a good 
hairspray like L’Oreal Anti 
Frizz for a sexy top knot.

The fish plait 


Ensure your hair is clean 
and shiny. If you have 
flyaways, use a little 
Moroccan Oil to settle. 
Divide your hair into two 
large sections, straight 
down the middle of 
your hair. Decide which 
direction you’ll weave; you 
can weave from right to left 
or left to right - whatever 
feels most comfortable. 

Pull a thin strand of hair 
from the outside of the first 
section. Pull this strand 
over the first section, and 
add it under the second 
section on the other side. 
Do the same for the other 
side: pull a skinny strand of 
hair out from the outside 
of the second section and 
over this section, then 
weave it under the first 
section. The skinnier the 
strand, the more intricate 
the plait will look. Use the 
same thickness throughout 
or it will look uneven. 

Keep repeating the steps 
until you reach the end 
of your hair’s length then 
finish off by tying your hair 
with an elastic. You can 
make it as neat or as messy 
as you like.

hire one, and driving about the flats between these 
two lakes there’s plenty of opportunity to spot bison, 
elk and antelope. Do be aware that there are bears 
and mountain lions in the mountains too, but local 
guides can advise you how to avoid - or indeed 
track down - the magnificent animals. Yellowstone 
National Park is just a day-trip away, home to 
some 500 geysers, including Old Faithful. Other 
activities include zip lining, white water rafting and 
watersports on the 16,000 acre Palisades Reservoir.

British weather being its notoriously fickle self has 
meant I long ago abandoned the idea of exercising 
outside. What a shame given the beautiful parks 
across our corner of the capital! Powerpramming, 
like Boot Camp, is one of those sessions I admired 
at a distance, perhaps while enjoying an ice cream 
(which is likely why I haven’t lost my baby weight). 

I arrived early at Dulwich Park for Powerpramming, 
which is a miracle for me. But don’t make my mistake 
- check the meeting point in advance if you don’t 
want an additional workout just finding them. I 
pushed my double buggy all around the park before 
I spotted a troop of mums moving at pace towards 
the tennis courts! Also, take a mat for some of the 
exercises. Another mum let me use the end of hers. 

In fact, the mums were one of the best parts of this 
class. They’re friendly, easy going and quick to make 
conversation. The exercises were varied: a bit of 
jogging, resistance training and the requisite squats 
and sit-ups.

Since the credit crisis, lenders 
are getting much tougher on 
property owners wanting to let 
their properties because they 
either cannot sell or are unwilling 
to sell their property at their current 
prices. It is normally a breach of the 
terms of the mortgage agreement if 
the lender has not given permission 
for any lettings. Lenders have 
different attitudes towards a 
homeowner letting their property: 
at one extreme some lenders will 
not consent and the only recourse 
is a new buy-to-let mortgage, 
at the other extreme lender will 
allow homeowners to let out their 
property for six months without 
charge. The additional charges will 
vary from a one-off fee to additional 
interest charges and will often be 
dependant on the amount of equity 
in the property (buy-to-lets require 
at least 25%).

David Montero, branch manager of Leaders in Forest Hill, 
on how to select the right agent 


Not surprisingly London and the 
South East were recently named the 
best place to be a landlord. With 
unemployment here lower than in 
other areas of the country and a 
high density population this is no 
real surprise. However, this news 
is bringing even more first-time 
landlords to the market as people 
look for the best ways to get a good 
return on their capital. 

Certainly the private rented sector 
offers some fantastic returns and 
with capital growth still strongest in 
this part of England. But sadly there 
are many landlords, both new and 
experienced, that are missing out on 
greater income or putting themselves 
at risk by not seeking the right 
advice. Lettings is one of the most 
highly legislated sectors, yet agents 
remain unregulated. This means that 
anyone can offer their services as a 
letting agent, without qualifications, 
experience or knowledge. 

Sadly bad advice from a poor agent 
does not indemnify the landlord if 
the legislation is not adhered to.
